Lowell soldier was in the thigh, out it 
was not serious. The third, however 
was of such a nature that it prevented 
him from returning to the front. Bar- 
rette was operating a machine gun 
when suddenly his gun was struck by 
a German shell. The machine gun 
'was smashed to pieces and one of the 
pieces of Hying steel struck Barrette 
in the shoulder, breaking the shouldei 
blade and causing an ugly wound. Two 
of Barrette's companions wcrs killed 
instantly. Barrette was removed to a 
hospital in Ifraned and later he recup- 
erated in England. Several X-ray pic- 
tures of his shoulder were taken anc 
finally tho young 
irian was placed 


aboard a ship and sent back to Amer- 
ica, .landing at Halifax about ten cays 
ago.' 
Mr. Barrette says life in the trenches 


is not what one would call "high life" 
in any sense of the word. "It is oft- 
en," he said, "that soldiers are burled 
in the ground, by the explosion of 
shells and die before any . aid can be 
given them. On one occasion a shell 
burst a short distance from me. throw- 
ing part of the trenches in the air. 1 
was buried but was rescued before the 
last spark of life had fled. Another 
time S was buried with two compan- 
ions. 1 jna.naged to extricate myself 
and found that -one of my companions 
was dead, while the other Was severely 
injured. I, who had escaped without 
even a. scratch, placed the wounded 
soldier on my shoulders and carried 
him to the rear line, amidst a shower 
of shells from machine guns. I suc- 
ceeded in landing him in a base hospi- 
tal. He recovered from his injuries, 
but later was shot through the head 
and died." 


A happy meeting took 
place this 


morning when another Lowell man, 
Antoine Clement, who had seen Bar- 
rette in the trenches, called to renew 
acquaintances. 
Mr. Clement, who will 


be "50 years of ago next August, enlist- 
ed in the Canadian army in February, 
1915, and was assigned to the 23rd Ca- 
nadian Overseas battalion. He 
was 


wounded twice, once in the head and 
once in tho leg. lie spent ten months 
in the trenches and on March H, this 
year, ho was 
honorably 
discharged 


from the service. 
Mr. Clements re- 


turned to the states aboard the, S.S. 
Olympic, which carried 4000 soldiers, 
a great number of whom were injured, 
while others were coming to America 
on furloughs. Ho states that the Voy- 
ige across was most successful.' The 
big ship was convoyed across the. war 
none and at no time was any subma- 
rine seen. llr.

Conferees Agree on Bill Provid- 


ing Severe Penalties for De- 
struction of War Materials 


"WASHINGTON*, April 
4.—.Conferees 


of the senate and the house today 
agreed 
on a bill 
providing1 
severe 


penalties for destruction o£ war ma- 
terials and for sabotage. 


Penalties, o? thirty years. Imprison- 


ment and $10,000 fine are provided in 
the bill, which was greatly broadened 
in scope both by the house and the 
conferees, for acts which actually are 
intended, or which "there is reason to 
believe" are intended 
to 
injure 
or 


destroy war materials and utilities. 


The latter Include arms, munitions, 


live 
stock, 
clothing, 
food supplies, 


railroads,, electric 
lines, 
canals, en- 


gines, 
machines, 
vehicles, 
vessels, 


dams, reservoirs, 
acqueducts, 
water 


and gas 
pipos, 
structures, 
eleciric, 


wireless, 
telegraph 
and 
telephone 


plants and "all articles intended to be 
used by the United States or any as- 
sociate nation in connection with the 
conduct of the 
war." 


The legislation also penalizes wilful 


manufacture of defective 
war mate- 


rials, including the ingredients. 


A special clause provides that em- 


ployes shall not- be prohibited from 
agreeing' to stop work ,for the bona 
fide purpose of obtaining: better wages 
or conditions of employment, but oth- 
erwise penalizes nets interfering- with 
production of war supplies. 


The bill was passed by the senate a 


year ago in restricted form, and re- 
cently was broadened and passed by 
the house at the request of the de- 
partment of justice.

"The value of America's importance,

have been getting their hands free in 
the east. It is of especial importance 
to Germany's opponents, inasmuch as 
American divisions 
are expected 


replace t-he Russians and Rumanians. 


"The German chief command, how- 


ever, possesses 
fairly full knowledge 


of the numbers and degree of effici- 
ency of the American forces on the 
cpntine.nl. 
Adequate measures have 


been taken and from the advent ot 
the new enemy no turn of war's for- 
tune, not even any se.rious obstacle in 
the way of a definite German victory, 
is apprehended.

^quipped American barracks and make 
a, point'that the Americans keep pret- 
ty much aloof from their French al- 
lies.

have no 'real intercourse with them."

held at Associate hall under the

pices of the Trades & Labor eouneil last 
evening.

the labor question and then spoke about 
the war.

But the 
stories persisted and we were forced to 
believe them. Tho evidence in support 
of those stories came'from all sources, 


'. li-oiti German soldiers themselves. 
The 


deeds of Attlla had been surpassed. 
"We kept out of this war as. long as 


we could. We stayed out until tho free- 
dom of the seas and the Monroe Doc- 
trine had been assailed. President Wil- 
son knew there was a clamor for war, 
but we were unprepared. The country 
was fllled with spies, incendiaries, plot- 
ters. It was fllled with men plotting 
one nation against another, 
and all 
against the United States. Revolutions 
took place in Cuba,. Haiti, San Domingo. 
All caused by enemy agents. A virtual 
reign of terror was started among our 
workers. 
_, 


"The president sat tight. He inter- 


fered no more than was needful in Mex 
Ico. He tried to find some evidence o! 
remorse on the part of Germany for the 
frightful things she had done. First, 
they smote one cheek, and then 
an- 


other, and we began to be regarded as 
the slacker nation among the democra- 
cies of the world. 


"And 
then the final straw came. Four- 


teen months ago Germany declared on 
ruthless submarine warfare, and kindly 
consented to allow us to send one ship 
a week to England, that to be painted 
like a barber pole. They Bald we could 
send one ship a week to Southampton, 
and, quoting what was said in a. car- 
toon. Uncle Sam said we would send the 
kaiser seven days a week to hell. And 
on top of all came the intercepted Ziiii- 
mermann note, which explained what 
Germany had tried to have Japan do 
to us. 
"The greatest crime the kaiser has 


committed has been the crime of killing 
the souls of his people. Their minds 
havo been systematically poisoned since 
they were in the cradle. They have 
been taught to believe that the black- 
est crime in the calendar is a right if it 
is committed for the fatherland. 


We know we are going to vrin .ulti- 


mately, but the Prussian 
particularly 


"eels that nothing in the world can de- 
feat him. 
SiD^e Frederick the Great 


conducted and won the Seven Tears'' 
war, the Prussian has felt he can lick 


th« world. H* bellevM that democr* 
elm can never get around to fight: tha 
autocracies are the only ones which ca 
win. When our boys get over the 
they are going1 to show the Prussian 
thing or two; but wo want our boy 
there In force. In a year or two wo ar 
going to teach the Germans their la 
lesson. Wo must wage a war of exte 
mlnatlon until the Germans get rid i 
the Hohenzollorns and the Hapsburgr 
or we must Bet rid of them. 


"We will win this war but we've go 


to get rid of our Yankee feeling tha 
we can lick half the world and not try 
he said. "We have got to get rigl 
down to brass tacks and fight it ou 
The women are working their heads o 
in this war, God bless them! Ever 
time a Red Cross nurse Is struck dow 
over there, another 
takes her plac 


She knows, as everyone who has bee 
thero knows, that if the Germans wi 
we might just as well do what the Jal 
anese did—commit hari kari. What labo 
does now will determine the status 
labor after the war. 
Labor has got t 
get into this thing whole-heartedly, an 
it is going to. 'Our grand old America 
ship of state was torpedoed when tr 
Lusitania went down, and it has bee 
torpedoed many times since; so, ever> 
onetto the pumps to keep it afloat!"

Burglaries

Average Over 300 Daily 
NEW YORK, April 4,-—Burglaries and 


robberies in Berlin average more than 
300 daily, acccrding to German news- 
papers received here. 


The Berlin Tageblatt on March 10 


published an interview with the direc- 
tor of a large insurance company, who 
said that 300 burglaries and robberie*' 
were reported daily to the insurancp 
companies. 
But the number, he said,

Plant Garden Pens 


One of tho first crops to plant this 


spring', and one which will give 
the 


most satisfaction and 
pride 
to 
the 


early gardener, is garden peas, 
says> 


today's bulletin from the national war 
garden 
commission of 
Washington 


which co-operates .with this paper ii. 


ins the city farmer to 
feed him- 


self. 


Prepare the ground S or 10 inches 


deep if possible, mark out the rows 3 
feet apart and then scatter well-rotted 
manure cr some fertilizer 
into 
them 


and work it into the soil with hoe or 
cultivator. Then deepen the row into 
a trench 4 or 5 inches deep, and drop 
in the seeds from one to two inches 
apart, using a pint to 75 or 100 feet of 
row. Usually a pint of seed would be 
used in 50 font of row, but this year, 
with the shortage of seeds, it is de- 
sirable to scrimp a little. 
Cover the 


seeds with 2 inches of soil, and press 
it dowit with the hoe. 
As the plants 


grow hoe or cultivate the earth 
into 


the trench until it is full. 


If it is desired to hasten the sprout- 


ing the peas may be soaked in water 
over night, so they will swell and ger- 
minate quickly. 


Peas may be planted while there is 


still light freezing- weather, for "they 
are finite, 
hardy. 
Several 
plantings 


should be made, 10 to 14 days apart, 
in both spring- and fall unless 
both 


vory early, midseason and laic varie- 
ties are planted at 
tho 
same 
time. 


They will not do 
well

start 
and are vigorous 
when hot 


weather comes on. 
They should 
bo j 


well cultivated or hoed to keep up a 
rapid growth. 
They do not

readily it" they become stunted. 


The very early varieties are smooth 


ones, with small vines, and 
are 
not 


very sweet. 
Tlie 
larger 
midscason 


and late varieties are 
wrinkled and 


very sweet and rich. The early vari- 
eties uro usually best for falk plant- 
ing. 


The large varieties should 
be sup- 


ported by brush, woven wire or oth- 
erwise. 
If desired, two rows may bo 


planted G or S inches apart, and both 
be supported by one line of .supports. 


Peas may be planted on

samo 


ground year after year if the plants 
are healthy; in fact, .It is of 
advan- 


tage to do this, becausft

gardens plowed with a team, a rubber 
or smoothing plank should be used af- 
ter the harrowing or cultivating has 
been finished. This will leave the sur- 
face in fino condition for the planting 
of the seed.

For these reasons, the s,tudy 
of German will not be as profitable 
as the stud?, of French, Spanish or 
Italian. 


The French Is or has been the diplo- 


matic language of Europe. 
It enters 


very largely into the structure of the 
English language, so that its study 
is an aid to perfect mastery of the 
English tongue. 


But it is 
certain that 
hereafter 


there will be closer relations between 
this country and France 
than 
ever 


before, so that the study of French 
may well 
be encouraged on that 


ground if on no other. Moreover, there 
is reason to believe that alter this

The case 
is almost an exact parallel of the fam- 
ous Rosenthal case, in which the vic- 
tim was murdered a day before the

That Harry Cohen has lost his life 


is not the main point of the crime. He 
was a gambler and a burglar of whom 
New York may well 
say 
good rid- 


dance. But the tragedy has revealed 
the fact that the city is still infested 
by the gamblers who hang around ho- 
tels watching for opportunities to 
fleece unsuspecting people out of their 
money. 
Had Hosenthal lived to tell 


his story, the gangs might have been 
broken up, but it appears 
that they 


have continued to carry on their ne- 
farious business and are still reaping 
rich harvests in their various opera- 
tions. Several police officials were im- 
plicated in protecting gambling dens 
when Rosenthal w;is murdered, and it 
is quite probable that the same con- 
dition exists today. 
The murder of 


Cohen is but an effort to shield the big 
ones from prosecution. 
If. the police 


do their full duty, they will bring out 
part of the evidence that Cohen h;ia 
promised to revea.l. The alleged mur- 
derer is now caught and he may be 
induced to tell 
something 
that will 


lead to the conviction of the men who 
have been the leaders in this propa- 
ganda of disguised robbery.

Th 
great receiving- depot at Ellis Islan 
now is devoting only 25 or 30 per cen 
of Its space to handling Immigration 
and somewhat similar conditions exls 
at other Atlantic ports, 


As ever, the service is employed ___ 


tively in preventing surreptitious entry 
into the country of .objectionable aliens 
chiefly Chinese coolies. Although th 
traffic has been cut down materially by 
vigilance, the great financial induce 
ments offered those who successful!: 
con run the blockade prevent a com 
plete curtailment of the practice. 


The number of stowaways on ships 


was twice as many in the last half 
1917 as in the preceding 12 months, 9; 
altogether having been detected and de- 
barred. 
Included in the number were 


several German soldiers who deserted 
iled to neutral countries, then sought to 
find a safe haven by hiding on America- 
bound vessels.

dropped from a mill!MI to 300,000 the 
first year ot the war and has 
since 


steadily been on the decline, there is 
every prospect that the flow will not 
resume its pre-war proportions for

The ravages of 
war have nvide it an absolute necessity 
for the belligerents to retain within 
their own borders all useful manpower 
—not alone for active fighting or im- 
perative non-combatant tasks 
behind 


the lines, but for tho great work of re- 
habilitation that must start when hos- 
tilities cease. 


Even the neutrals—Norway, Sweden, 


Denmark and Holland—are discourag- 
ing emigration, recognizing that 
the 


loss of even small portions of their pop- 
ulations may prove a material after-war 
economic loss. 


With the great .stream of immigration 


curtailed for a while, the nation, even 
in the rush of war, will find additional 
time to break up, iTluratc aud Ameri- 
canize tho polyglot groups in the larger 
cities. 
There are many of these ele- 


ments which, it is asserted, have not 
y<;t begun to bo assimilated in Ameri- 
can national life. Their language, cus- 
toms and ideals remain practically un- 
changed in their new surroundings.

Ing to do the same thing- in France, 
but events of the past few days seem 
to prove that she has failed. 
The 


French could not he won over by dip- 
lomatic means so the sterner and more 
crude method of firing long range guns 
on Paris has been substituted. 
In conclusion, Mr. -Rogers said: 
"I 


sincerely think that the United States 
came in at the latest possible time to 
save the war. 
And I think we are in 


the last reserve in the war. 
But, I 


think %ve're going to get there-in time 


save the world."

PARIS, April 4.—As the excitement 


incident to the first few days of the 
German offensive dies down, reports 
come in of the bravery in face of dan- 
ger of various' workers in the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. 


Wormen workers of the Red Cross 


who were aiding civilians 
In recon- 


struction and relief work at Villequler. 
near the Somme, left their posts just 
two hours before the Germans arrived 
in the town. With their automobiles 
they aided in removing the civilians 
and picking up many wounded along 
the roads. The women were the last 
civilians to leave the to\vn, just pre- 
ceding the French troops. 


Another' Red Cross unit, stationed 


n a hospital just back of the lines, 
was ordered to evacuate in two hours 
They left at 2 o'clock in the morning 
and were chased for miles by a Ger- 
man aviator before reaching a point of 
safety. The next day the unit went to 
a town near the fighting line and es- 
tablished soup kitchens for the troops 
and first-aid stations for sick refugees 
and wounded strugglers. The 
town 


\vas under continuous shell (ire ana 
the unit answered calls at all hours 
to give first aid to those wounded by 
the enemy shells. 
Women Act As Stretcher Bearers 


The unit then took over complete 


charge of the operation ward in a hos- 
pital, the nurses working in 12 hour 
shifts in attending to a dozen wounded 
soldiers who were injured too serious- 
ly to be carried farther back. 
The 


women also acted us stretcher-bear- 
ers. They took over a hotel in the 
town and conducted it for the use or 
Red Cross workers and British 
ana 


French officers. They carried tea and . 
coffee to soldiers on transports 
and j 


wagons as they moved 
through 
the 


town. Some of tho men haii had noth- 
ng to eat for many hours, sleeping on 
:lieir horses or along the roadside un- 
der all lands of weather.

The 
hospital was in constant danger. Sleep 
vas impossible for three days. 
Americans Saved Many Lives 


The ambulance drivers 
picked 
up 


vounded stragglers and also aided 300 
•cfugees in reaching a raihvay station. 
They also acted as grave diggers and 
tall bearers for soldiers who died of 
heir wounds. The Americans in this 
ic'spitul saved the lives of scores ot 
soldiers who would have succumbed 
o their wounds had they not received 
mmcdiate medical attention.

Private Barrette is a cripple for life 
and may never be able to use his left 
arm again. Ho has suffered terribly

would permit. 
Private Barrette, who has resided in 


this city practically ail his life, left 
J-iowcll in the early stagps .flf. Vhe. war 
and went to Montreal, where lie en- 
listed as a. volunteer in the Canadian 
army in company with a friend, Phil- 
ippe St. Gelais, also of this city. 


Although it was the. desire of the 


two young men io light side by side

that they did not see each other until

when, by chance, they met at the same 
hospital, where both were being treat- 
ed for injuries received at the fronr.

The third, however, 
was of such a nature that it prevented 
him from returning to the front. Bar- 
rette was operating a machine, gun, 
when suddenly his gun was struck by 
a German shell. The machine 
gun 


was smashed to pieces and one of the 
pieces of flying steel struck Barrette 
in the shoulder, breaking the shoulder 
blade and causing an ugly wound. Two 
of Barrette's companions were killed 
instantly. Barrette was removed to a 
hospital in France and later he recup- 
erated in Bngland, Several X-ray pic- 
tures of his shoulder were taken and 
finally the young man 
was 
placed 
aboard a ship and sent back to Amer 
ica, landing at Halifax about ten days 
ago.Mr. Barrette says life in the trenches 
is not what one would call "high life" 
in any sense of the word. "It is oft- 
en," he said, "that soldiers are buried 


the ground by the explosion of 


shells and die before any aid can be 
given them. On one occasion a shell 
burst a'short distance from me, throw- 
ing part of the trenches in the air. 1 
was buried but was rescued before the 
last spark of life had fled. Another 
time I was buried with two compan- 
ions. I managed to extricate myself 
and found that one of my companions 
was dead, while the other was •severely 
injured. I, who had escaped -without 
even a scratch, placed the wounded 
soldier on my shoulders and 
carripa 


m'm to the rear line, amidst a shower 
of shells from machine guns. I suc- 
ceeded in landing him in a base hospi- 
tal. 
He recovered from his Injuries, 
but later was shot through the head 


d died."

They are laying down the,ir 
own railroads and building telephone 
and telegraph lines possibly with the 
ultimate view of doing a profitable 
business after the war. 


"French prisoners describe eloquent- 


ly the solidly built and comfortably 
equipped American barracks and make 
a point that the Americans keep pret- 
ty much aloof from their French al-

Plant Garden Peas 


One of the first crops to plant this 


spring, and one which will give 
the 


most satisfaction a.nd pride to 
the 


early gardener, is garden peas, says 
today's bulletin from the national war 
garden 
commission of 
Washington, 


which co-operates with tills paper in 
aiding the city farmer to feed him- 
self. 


Prepare the ground S or 10 
inches 


deep if possible, mark out the rows 3 
feet apart and then scatter well-rotted 
manure cr some fertilizer 
into 
them 


and work it into the soil with hoe or 
cultivator- Then deepen the row into 
a trench 4 or 
r> inches deep, and drop 


In the seeds from one to two inches 
apart, using a Pint to 75 or 100 feet of 
row. 
Usually a pint of seed would 
be 


tised in 50 feet ot row, but this year, 
with the shortage of seeds, it is de- 
sirable to scrimp a little. 
Cover the 


Sfds with 2 inches of soil, and press 
it down with tile hoe. 
As the plants 


grow hoe or cultivate the earth 
into 


the trench until it is full. 


if it is desired to hasten the sprout- 


ing the peas may be soaked in water 
over night, so they will swell and ger- 
minate iiuickly. 


i.-l;-.y suba'jii, and is plowed, try flow- 
ing up the subsoil of every 
furrow, 


letting It fall back in place. 
If the 


ground must be dug up with a spade, 
just start on one side and dig out a 
trench the width of the spade. 
Then 


dig up the subsoil spade-deep in this 
trench and throw- it right back where 
it was. 
Turn the next 
spade-wide 


strip of surface soil on 
the 
subsoil 


just loosened up, and dig up this new 
strip of subsoil. 
Continue until 
the 


garden is all dug over. 


Work the ground with rake cr cul- 


tivator until it is well pulverized. Do 
this right after plowing or 
spading, 


while it is moist and works easily. If 
there are clods a light lawn roller will 
probably crush them. 
In the larger 


gardens plowed with a team, a rubber 
or smoothing plank should be used af- 
ter the harrowing or cultivating: has 
been finished. This will leave the sur- 
face in fine condition for the planting 
of the seed..

products. For these reasons, the study 
o£ Ceiman will not be as profitable:

Italian.

PARIS, April 4.—As the excitement 


incident to the first few days of the 
German offensive dies down, reports 
come in ot the bravery in face of dan- 
ger of various workers in the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. 


Wormen workers of the Red Cross 


who were aiding civilians in recon- 
struction and relief work at Villequier, 
near the Somme,. left their posts Just 
two hours before the Germans arrived 
in the town. With their automobiles 
they aided in removing the civilians 
and picking up many wounded along 
the roads. The women were the last 
civilians to leave the town, just pre- 
ceding the French troops. 


Another Red Cross unit, stationed 


In a hospital just back of the lines, 
was,ordered to evacuate in two hours. 
They left at 2 o'clock in the morning 
and were chased for miles by a Ger- 
man aviator before reaching a point of 
safety. The next day the unit went to 
a town near the fighting line and es- 
tablished soup kitchens for the troops 
and first-aid stations for sick refugees 
and wounded strugglers. The 
town 


was under continuous shell flre ana 
the unit answered calls at all hours 
to give first aid to those wounded by 
the enemy shells. 
Women Act As Stretcher Bearers 


The unit then took over complete 
charge of the operation ward In a hos- 
pital, the nurses working in 12 hour 
shifts in attending to a dozen wounded 
soldiers who were'injured too serious- 
ly, to be .carried farther back.

.vomen also acted as stretcher-bear- 
ers. 
They took over a hotel 
in the 


:own and conducted it for the use of 


d Cross workers and British 
and 


French oflicers. They carried tea and 
.offeo to soldiers on transports

.own. Some of the men had had noth- 
ng to eat for many hours, sleeping on 
their horses or along the roadside un- 
der all kinds of weather.

here "until hell froze" despite tho re- 
noval of the patients to points of 
afety by automobile.

imerican Red Cross nurses, and 
thu 


lurses and the doctors worked night 
nd day taking care of the seriously 
vounded French and British troops 
rought in from the battle line only 


a few miles away. Heavy artillery 


ear tho hospital fired over

ferman airmen flow over it at night 
ttempting to locate the battery. The 
ospital was in constant danger. Sleep 
vas impossible for three days. 
Americans Saved Many Lives 


The ambulance drivers picked 
up 


vounded stragglers and also aided SOU 
efugees in reaching a railway station, 
""hey also acted as grave diggers and 
•all bearers for soldiers who died of 
heir wounds. The Americans in this 
ospital saved the lives of scores ot 
oldiers .who would have succumbed 
o their wounds had they not received 
mmediate medical attention.

resident Wilson's Letter 
President Wilson's letter, addressed 
Secretary Wilson, who transmitted it 


o Miss Julia Lathrop, head of the chil- 
dren's b-ireau, follows; 


"Next to the duty of doing everything 


possible for the soldiers at the front, 
there could be, it seems to me, no more 
patriotic duty than Uiat of protecting 
the children who constitute one-third of 
our population. 


"The success of the efforts made in 


England in behalf of the children1 is evi- 
denced by the fact that the infant, death 
rate in England for the second year of 
the war was the lowest In her history. 
Attention is now being given to educa- 
tion and labor conditions for children 
by the legislatures of both France and 
England, showing that the conviction 
among the allies is that tho protection 
of childhood is essential to winning the 
war. 


"I am very glad that the same proc- 


esses arc being set afoot in this country 
and I heartily approve the plan of the 
children's bureau and the woman's com- 
mittee of the Council of National De- 
fense for making the second year of the 
war one of united activity on behalf of 
children and in that sense a children's 
year. 


"I trust that the year will not only 


see the goal reached of saving 100,000 
lives of infants and young children, but 
that the work may be so successfully 
developed as to set up certain irreduci- 
ble minimum standards for the health, 
education and work of tho American 
child."
